BOSTON DYE HOUSES 
FEEL MORE CONFIDENT 
The Boston chemioal and dye 
houses are feeling in no uncertain 
manner the etfects of the improve- 
ment in the textile industry. ‘There 
is yet no sign of the usual summer 
dullness and during the past week 
many houses report a really notice- 
able improvement in demand. Con- 
tract withdrawals on such chemicals 
as soda ash, aaustic and liquid chlor- 
ine have been heavy and a very 
eood demand is reported also for 
soda chlorate and bleaching pow- 
der. ‘here is not as much spot 
demand as there might be; in fact 
spot sales have been rather slow 
this week. There has been a very 
eood demand for blue vitriol and 
there has been a noticeably better 
inquiry for tanning materials. <A 
decidedly firm tone obtains in prices 
throughout the list and on some 
instances there is a tendency to ad- 
vance. 


SEARLES LAKE PLANT 
TO BE ENLARGED 
American Potash & Chemical 
Corp., whose organization was an- 
nounced last month, have construc 
tion work under way which will 
make it possible for the American 
Trona plant at Searles Lake to pro- 
duce 90,000 tons of potassium chlor- 
ide and approximately 45,000 tons 
of borax in 1927. This production 
will be greater than that of any 
single mine in France or Germany, 
while the borax refinery will be the 
largest in the world, producing 
more than half the world’s require- 
ments.

CHEMISTRY AIDS POWER 

Boston, Aug. 11.—Speaking be- 
fore the Institute of Politics at 
Williamstown, last week, Professor 
Haslam of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology stated that 
chemistry is important in the de- 
velopment of power, not only in 
supplying raw materials in the 
proper form, but also in the efficient 
utilization of these materials. Nature 
gave us large quantities of known 
supplies of solid fuels—coal and 
lignites. The use of the automobile, 
the individual motor-electric plant 
for the farm and the domestic oil 
burner, have created a demand for 
large quantities of liquid fuels. By 
the nature of our liquid fuel depo- 
sits these supplies of liquid fuel are 
doubtful in amount and uncertain in 
location. Furthermore our liquid 
fuel, petroleum, as such, is un- 
suited for these purposes. Conse- 
quently the big problem of chem- 
istry and the problem that touches 


our economic welfare most intimate- 


ly is that of utilizing our large 
supplies of coal by converting it in- 
to oil and of taking the oil which 
nature has provided and by suitable 
chemical treatment
